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A BRIEF HISTOR 


. The earliest information that has been found con- 
cerning the history of the Colored Orphanage of North 
Carolina is a report by the late superintendent, Rev. 
Robert Shepard. In this report, it is stated that the Color- 
ed Orphanage Association was organized in Henderson, 
North Carolina, in August, 1882, by representatives of 
the Shiloh and Wake Baptist Associations. The purpose 
of this organization was to provide a place to care for 
orphaned Negro boys and girls. Rev. Joshua Perry was 
elected superintendent and Rev. W. A. Patillo was made 
general agent. Also at this time a committee was elected 
to select a site for the institution. 


After many difficulties, in 1886 a farm of twenty- 
three acres about 114 miles from Oxford on Raleigh Road 
was obtained at the cost of $1565.00, one-half of the cost 
being paid upon possession of the land. As every available 
source of financial aid was exhausted in the effort to 
make the payment on the land, the next question was how 
to support the children and who would be responsible for 
paying workers to take care of the children. 


The voluntary offer of house, furniture and service 
was made by Miss Bessie Hockins, a sympathetic woman 
of the community, which solved the situation for a while. 
After a few years of service, Rev. Perry resigned the 
position of superintendent and Miss Bessie Hockins car- 
ried on the work until Rev. Patillo began acting as su- 
perintendent and general agent. In 1890 Rev. Robert 
Shepard began his term of service. During the period of 
Rev. Shepard’s administration, 148 additional acres of 
land were purchased, dormitories, farm buildings and a 
superintendent’s home were erected. 


When Rev. Shepard resigned, Hon. H. P. Cheatham, 
who had been a member of the Board of Directors for a 
number of years, became superintendent in 1907. During 
his administration brick buildings were erected, replac- 
ing the original frame structures, including two boys’ 
dormitories, a girls’ dormitory, laundry, office, dining 
room, chapel and school building. The State of North 
Carolina continued to make appropriations for mainten- 
ance and care of the children. Superintendent Cheatham 
died in November, 1936, and his son, Charles E. Cheat- 
ham, carried on the work for several months. 


In 1937 Superintendent T. K. Borders began his ad- 
ministration and continued the work until his death in 
October 1940. Charles A. Alston served as acting super- 
intendent until March 1, 1941. During these years many 
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improvements in the physical care of the children were 
made though no building programs were carried out. 


The present administration began in March, 1941, and 
since that time many improvements have been made. A 
dairy barn, stable, mechanic shop and superintendent’s 
residence were built. Renovation of the girls’ dormitory 
and dining room have been completed. 


The Anniversary Loan Fund was started in 1943 
by Mr. Robert L. Shepard, prominent mortician of Ox- 
ford, N. C. Since its origin one student, Miss Hortense 
Gilmore, has completed college at Shaw University and 
Miss Cora Saunders attended Fayetteville State Teachers 
College this year. The purpose of this fund is to assist 
students who desire to further their education. 

In 1948 we made the first step in establishing a libra-. 
ry for our children’s use during vacations and leisure 
time. The first books, the Benjamin W. Parham collec- 
tion, were purchased as a result of contributions by Dr. 
J. E. Hodges of Maiden and Mr. J. Thomas Lambeth of 
Thomasville, a close friend of Mr. Parham’s. In view of 
Mr. Parham’s interest in books and his love for this in- 
stitution, it is fitting that this first collection be named in 
his honor.

GENTLEMEN: 


We are thankful to have completed another successful 
year in spite of a few unfortunate incidents. 


We were deeply sorrowed by the passing of Dr. James 
E. Shepard, an active member of the Board of. Directors 
for a number of years. 


We are happy to have Dr. P. A. Bishop, Dr. G. D. 
Carnes and Mr. L. E. Austin elected at the January meet- 
ing as new members of the Board of Directors. 


During the past twelve months we were very suc- 
cessful in raising funds for the institution. A total of 
$31,279.83 was contributed to the Building Fund; contri- 
butions of $3,547.91 were made to the maintenance 
Fund; and $120.50 was contributed to the Anniversary 
Student Loan Fund. The Carver Building Fund was set 
up by the New Farmers of America to be used for the 
erection of a vocational building. The balance to date is 
$6,050.00. The total contributions amounted to nearly 
$41,000.00. 


We realize that one of our main objectives is to sell 
the orphanage to our many good citizens throughout the 
State of North Carolina. At all times we consider the ser- 
vice the institution can render to the State by giving the 
best type of training to the children who are admitted to 
the institution. Our objective is to discharge children who 
will be in position to become assets to the State instead of 
liabilities.

The children’s health has been very good this year. 
There have been no epidemics and we are grateful for 
the services of Dr. W. N. Thomas, our physician, and the 


cooperation of Drs. Noblin and Toney and the Susie 
Cheatham Hospital. We feel that the close supervision of 
the cottage mothers in seeing that each child gets proper 
rest and exercise and the substantial meals served in our 
dining room are largely responsible for the good health 
our children enjoy. 

In addition to the regular program of care and main- 
tenance, the superintendent has devoted a large percent- 
age of his time to traveling and making contacts to raise 
funds. During the year the total mileage has been 26,800 
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miles. I have visited numerous organizations and appear- 
ed on approximately 156 public programs. The office 
staff mailed 25,000 appeals for our building fund, in ad- 
dition to the regular correspondence, appeals and ac- 
knowledgments of contributions. A total of 30,000 ap- 
peals and acknowledgments has been mailed. 

On March 20th the large boys’ dormitory, known as 
the Robert Shepard Building, was destroyed by fire. We 
wish to acknowledge the efforts of the members of our 
board, Dr. Toney, Dr. Noblin and Mr. Watkins and Mr. 
Wills Hancock who made a plea to Governor Cherry, and 
the assistant director of the budget, Mr. R. G. Deyton, for 
emergency aid for the orphanage. 

As a result of this contact the Orphanage received 20° 
double decker beds, 40 mattresses, 80 blankets and 40 
pillows, in addition to $10,000 from the State emergency 
fund.

The Orphanage Band is always anxious to be of service 
whenever it is possible, for it gives the players an opportunity 
to experience the values derived from good team-work and the 
joy of developing wholesome hobbies for their leisure time as well 
as making worthy acquaintances. 


The Boy Scout Troop No. 180 has made remarkable strides in 
this their third vear of existence. The major events in which the 
twenty-two Boy Scouts participated were, a Boy Scout Banquet 
and a week camping period; also a Court of Honor. 


Our banquet serves a dual purpose by offering entertainment 
for scouts and scoutmastei =: in the community and vicinity as well 
as stimulating good scouting fellowship. 


At the end of the school year prizes are given for efficiency 
in work, conduct, character and general progressiveness. The 
Martha Hamlin Brooks prize, offered for the first time in 1946 
by Rev. T. H. Brooks in memory of his mother, is awarded to the 
girl who is outstanding in every one of the above named qualities 
and this year Gloria Thompson is the ranking girl. The Ottoway 
Hamme prize, offered for the first time in 1946 by Superintendent 
T. A. Hamme in memory of his father, is given to the boy who has 
rendered the most service to the institution. This prize was divided 
this year between Bobby Alexander and Samuel Cox. A special 
award was made to Tucker Harris, who graduated from Mary 
Potter High School this year, for his dependability, usefulness, 
character and general workmanship through the years. 


A prize from the teachers of Angier B. Duke Elementary 
School offered for the first time in 1946 to the person exemplifying 
loyalty, thoughtfulness and citizenship throughout the school 
term was awarded to Doris Stokes and Marlene Pittman. 


The Orphanage staff gave graduation gifts to the two high 
school graduates to encourage them to seek greater heights and to 
inspire others to follow their examples. We are proud of our 
graduates and we plan to help them enter college in the fall. If 
we are successful we will have Gloria Thompson and Tucker Harris 


to enter college for the first time and Cora Saunders to return as a 
sophomore this fall.

REPORT OF SUPERVISING MATRON 
Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


We are thinking of the progress made during the past twelve 
months as our fiscal year comes to an end. 
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We hope to add more equipment to our sewing room in the 
near future. We are in need of at least two sewing machines which 
will enable us to turn out more work as we would then have ten 
machines in operation. The beginners are taught embroidery and 
other sewing by hand. The more advanced students make clothing 
and alterations which are as important as making garments. Since 
our loss by fire friends throughout the state have sent boxes of 
clothing which our sewing department had to alter to put them into 
immediate use. 


This provides experience for the girls and all boys and girls 
are most grateful for that help. Since we do mending for thousands 
of garments it is needless to mention the number. However, we do 
keep a daily record of the new garments made such as pajamas, 
dresses, shirts, overalls, ete. 


There is much opportunity in the sewing room for girls who 
have learned to sew to do creative work such as making costumes 
for school plays, Easter pageants, Christmas plays and our May 
Day festivals. This year the girls made 19 costumes. 


Living quarters consist of two dormitories, since we lost one 
dormitory by fire. These dormitories are made as comfortable 
and home-like as is reasonably possible with the funds we have. 
The children are taught to clean the buildings inside and out. The 
health of our children is very much improved since we have kept 
the buildings in good condition. Only one child has been hospitalized 
since our last report. 


We are proud of our beautiful campus and the interest the 
children take in keeping it this way. There are flower gardens 
and some of the younger boys and girls have small vegetable gar- 
dens.

FARM ACTIVITIES 


We were successful in raising food for consumption and live- 
stock care and all the children had sufficient vegetables in their 
diets. Approximately 2,800 bushels of vegetables have been con- 
sumed during the year. We canned approximately 2,980 gallons of 
fruit and vegetables and we hope to double this amount next year. 


Our boys are given training on the farm in the preparation 
of land, cultivation of crops and care of livestock and dairying. Our 
22 pure-bred Guernsey cows are kept certified and accredited 
tuberculosis-free by the N. C. Department of Agriculture. The 
dairy produced over 10,000 gallons of milk and 2,252 pounds of 
butter. 


About two acres of alfalfa was sown and it is yielding abun- 
dantly. From 60 to 70 tons of hay were produced for our livestock 
and 450 barrels of corn were raised on our farm. A very unfortu- 
nate calamity occurred just before slaughtering time. We lost 
several of our largest hogs. A disease of unknown origin reduced 
our processed amount of pork and lard to 5,000 pounds. 
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The tobacco crop was not as good as we had expected, how- 
ever the total receipts from the farm were $1,300.13. 


COLORED ORPHANAGE SHOE SHOP 
J. M. CuRETON, Instructor. 


The close of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1948, finds us 
very thankful for our many accomplishments. 


During the year ten boys have received part-time training in 
the shoe repair department. They learn the different hand tools 
and their uses; how to remove old soles and heels; how to sew up 
rips; different kinds of materials used for various types of shoes; 
how to fit soles and heels on shoes; the different sizes of blades 
and setting irons for finishing work. Last, they are taught how to 
stitch and the care of the machinery.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL 


Mr. T. A. HAMME, Superintendent: 


Our school attempts to prepare boys and girls for active social 
citizenship. 

As the modern trend of education is to train pupils to be ac- 
tive participants rather than passive recipients, we encourage the 
pupils to take initiative whenever it is possible to do so. With this 
idea in mind, pupils were given the opportunity to discuss their 
many problems freely with their teachers and class-mates. The 
play-ground, with its supervised play, affords many opportunities 
for teaching boys and girls to do effective team work. The lesson of 
co-operation taught by team-work of any sort is a valuable school- 
ing, which will serve the child well when he meets more dangerous 
obstacles and opponents on larger fields. 

The many club activities which are carried on by the school 
gave the child just the training which he needs for active social 
citizenship. 

_Our slogan this year was, “Give the child something to do 
which he likes to do, and direct and re-direct his activities into 
channels which lead to mental, physical and moral growth.” This 
became a drawing card for the school and the enrollment increased 
from 276 last year to 305 this year. 

Last year 18 students finished the eighth grade, this year 26 
students finished the eighth grade. Each grade showed similar 
progress. I attributed this increase in grade enrollment and pro- 
motion to the way in which each teacher directed and redirected 
the activities of the pupils. 
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The following yearly programs were given: Christmas Canta- 
ta, Easter Sunrise Service, May Day Festival and commencement 
exercises, | 


Mrs. Cornelia Smith Stegall, a former student of this school 
and a graduate of Hampton Institute, did a splendid job in di- 
recting the music activities in the primary grades. Mr. A. R. 
Howell directed the music activities in the grammar grades and the 
glee club. With the help of Mrs. B. G. Gooch, he had one of the 
best elementary glee clubs in the state. I am sure that it was a 
source of inspiration to all who heard them sing over WPTF at 
the opening of the drive for the boys’ building which was burned 
Easter Monday. er 


As usual, the school gave largely to all community activities. 


188 supplementary readers were added to our reading pro- 
gram. 


We wish to thank Superintendent Hamme and the many 
friends of the institution for helping us make another successful 
year in the history of the school.

SIR: 
We have made an examination of the financial records of the 


COLORED ORPHANAGE OF NORTH CAROLINA 
OXFORD, NORTH CAROLINA 
for the year ending June 30, 1948, and submit herewith our report. 


Attached hereto as Exhibit “A”, is a statement of the Capital 
Assets at June 30, 1948. 


The valuations placed on the Capital Assets were an estimate 
arrived at by inspecting the policies of insurance coverage and 
other data and information obtained from the Superintendent and 
members of the Executive Committee of the Board. These valua- 
tions are subject to future appraisal and changes that the Board 
of Directors may deem advisable to make. 


Operations within the Maintenance Fund are shown on Ex- 
hibits “B” and “C” together with supporting Schedules, attached 
hereto. There remained in this Fund at June 30, 1948, a cash 
balance of $6419.05. Receipts from the State of North Carolina 
consisted of the regular appropriation of $47,500.00 and $10,000.00 
from the State’s Contingency and Emergency Fund. The latter 
sum was made available due to a fire loss of one of the dormitories. 
The expense disbursements for the year amounted to $66,513.28, 
as compared with $62,511.87, for the preceding year. 


Exhibit “D”, attached hereto, is a statement reflecting the 
operations within the Permanent Improvement Fund. Receipts 
accruing to this Fund consist of contributions amounting to 
$31,279.83 and insurance coverage from insurance companies for 
fire loss amounting to $17,000.00. There remained in this Fund 
at June 30, 1948, an unexpended balance of $63,853.91. 


Exhibit “D”’, attached hereto is a statement of the receipts and 
Fund Balance of the Carver Building Fund. The receipts to this 
Fund represent a gift from the New Farmers of America in the 
amount of $6,050.00. 

The Per Capita Cost for the year was $470.74 as compared 
with $435.70, for the preceding year. The average enrollment 
for the year was 134, as compared with 136 for the previous year. 

Current outstanding obligations at June 30, 1948, amounted 
to $361.73. 

Attached hereto, as Exhibit “F”, is a statement of the 
Children’s Funds. These Funds represent money on deposit with 
the Secretary to the Superintendent, subject to withdrawal by 
the Children. 

Exhibit ‘G”, attached hereto, is a statement of the Trust 
Funds, which we believe to be self-explanatory. There were no 
additions to the Trust Funds during the year under review. 

Exhibit “H’’, attached hereto, is a statement of the Receipts 
and Disbursements of the orphan’s account handled by Superin- 
tendent T. A. Hamme, as Fiduciary. 

Operations within the Anniversary Loan Fund are shown 
on Exhibit “I”, attached hereto. There remained in this Fund 
at June 30, 1948, an unexpended balance of $307.85. This Fund 
was created in the year 1943-44. Revenue accruing to this Fund 
consists of contributions from various individuals and organiza- 
tions. The purpose of this Fund is to aid worthy high school gra- 
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duates of the Institution in defraying college expenses. The 
advances made from this Fund for the purpose are repayable 
at the pleasure of the parties to whom advances have been made. 


GENERAL 


Our audit consisted primarily of an examination of the cash 
receipt and disbursements records. We verified the receipts as 
shown on the records of the Institution with the deposits made with 
the respective depositories, disclosing no irregularities. All dis- 
bursements were evidenced by properly executed checks, on which 
the endorsements appeared in order. We reconciled the cash 
balances at June 30, 1948, with the two banks and found same 
in agreement with the records of the Institution. The Imprest 
Cash Fund and the Children’s Fund were properly accounted for. 
We examine by inspection and count the $30,000.00, maturity value 
U. S. Savings Bonds comprising the assets of the New Farmers of 
America Trust Fund. 


The travel expense for the year, in the amount of $1,500.00 
as set up in the budget for Superintendent T. A. Hamme, was made 
in twelve equal monthly payments with the approval of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Board of Directors. This expense item 
was discussed with Dr. E. E. Toney, Chairman of the Board of 
Directors, and we are of the opinion that a resolution should be 
passed at the next meeting of the Board of Directors authorizing 
the payment in twelve equal monthly payments. The contributions 
credited to the various Institutional Funds for the year under 
review amounted to approximately $41,000.00. We are informed 
that to obtain contributions, it is necessary for the Superintendent 
to do considerable travelling both in and outside of the State. 


No inventories of food and supplies at June 30, 1948, were 
taken, as we assumed there would be little difference in the 
beginning and ending inventories. 

Due to lack of clerical help, the Institution was unable to 
keep an accurate account of farm operations, therefore, we were 
unable to include operations of the farm in this report. However, 
a new member has been added to the business office during the 
year under review and we recommend that for the ensuing year 
proper records be kept in order that a statement of farm opera- 
tions may be prepared. 

We acknowledge with appreciation, the cooperation extended 
us by the personnel of the Institution during the course of our 
examination.
